Dispute Over Architects 
Fees On Projects Surfaces 


PLACENTIA - A major 
disagreement between the city 
and Griffin and Banks, architects 
for two fire stations, two 
community buildings and the 
corporation yard, over how the 
projects would be designed and 
over the size of the fee erupted at 
last week’s City Council meeting. 

The architect said that he was 
under the impression that the five 
projects would all be developed at 
one time and set its fee at 7.3 per 
cent of the total cost of all the 
projects, a bid which the city 
accepted. 

City Councilmen pointed out 
that that was never the case. 
Mayor Robert Langer said that in 
no way could the city build all the 
projects at once and added that 
councilmen had pointed out to all 
applicants for the architectural 
job that the projects would be 
built in phases. 

Charles Banks, representing the 
architect, told the council that if 


the projects were not done at one 
time his firm would have to 
charge a higher fee, perhaps as 
much as 10 per cent of the project 
cost. 

Langer and other councilmen 
referred the matter back to the 
staff for more discussion and 
added that they wanted to know 
what it would cost the city to 
terminate its contract with the 
architect if that action became 
necessary. ' 

Councilmen reiterated that the 
top priority item is the 
construction of a fire station on 
Melrose Street where the 
corporation yard is now located. 

Next priority is the civic 
center-library project on Chapman 
Avenue, followed by the fire 
station and corporation yard 
further east on Chapman. 

Lower items on the list are a 
community building in Atwood 
and one in South Placentia as well 
as a fire station in Atwood.

PLACENTIA — Once again the 
city is offering people in the 
community an opportunity to 
take part in Placentia’s VIP 
Training Program. Saturday, 
August 12, at 9 a.m. in the Backs 
Building, 201 North Bradford, is 
the time and place to meet for 
information about this novel plan 
instituted by City Administrator 
Edwin Powell. Training by the 
city staff is available to residents 
who are unemployed or 
under-employed and who have an 
interest in city government 
careers.

In order to 
accommodate hours to the 
requirements of trainees, training 
periods can be arranged during 
normal working hours, evenings 
and Saturdays. 

The city aids VIP’s by 
contacting other governmental 
agencies for information 
concerning job openings, by 
writing letters of recommendation 
for successful participants and by 
assistance in preparing resumes.
